F oall the Soviet 
satellites in Eastern 
Europe, Albania is 
Jeast in the news. 
One reason for this is that 
there are few escapes, owlng 
to the difficult terrain, with 
the result that much of the 
news that reaches the outer 
world comes from Com-

It dy sometimes claimed that 
the Albanian Government's 
punitive policy has softened 
during the last year or two, and 
that many of those Imprisoned 
for wartime collaboration have 
been released. Many political 
prisoners, however, are still held 
In gaols In Tirana, Koree and 
Gjinokaster, and any ameliora- 
thon Jn the Government's policy 
must be relative to the severely 
repressive measures applied in 
the past. 

For Instance, it is known that 
political prisons and concentra~ 
tlon camps were In operation 
ot some 40 plnces between 
November 1044 and August of 
last year. The Director of the 
Statistical Bureau in the Al- 
banian State Prosecutor's Office, 
who fled the country in 1048, 
estimated on his arrival In the 
West that at the end of 1947 
there were some 18,000 political 
Prisoners, in addition to the 
concentration camp inmates, 
Last year it was estimated that 
some 10,000 were held in poli- 
tical prisons and an additional 
10,000 to 18,000 In the con- 
centration camps. 


Forced Labour 


HE Albanian Criminal Code 
adopted in Mey, 1952, incor- 
porated earlier provisions for 
the extensive use of forced la- 
bour, and nearly all industrial 
projects and road and railway 
construction undertaken by the 
present regime have been car- 
ried out by penal labour and 
by so-called volunteers. 

Many prewar, wartime and 
postwar Mjnisters, deputics, 
Government officials, clergy and 
Muslim religious leaders have 
been employed on drainage 
projects, highway and port con- 
struction, the bullding of bar- 
racks and fortifications and so 
on, under intolerable -working 
conditions. J 

Here is a refugee's account 
of the conditions prevailing on 
the site of aon irrigation ditch 
45 kilometres long, 40 metres in 
width ond 10 metres deep, 
which was completed only 
year and on which 6,000 pri- 
poners and 000 “free” workers 
had laboured since 1946: 

“The norm for digging was 
flxed at 10 cuble metres per 
day. But it ig very hard for 
anyone who lives on a dict 
of 400 ‘grammes of bread dally 
(later raised to 900) plus a few 
onions, or garlic or grass, . to 
achieve such a_standard of out- 
put. So the Communist direc- 
tors tricd another system to In= 
crease uctivity: those who 
repea fallod to fulfil their 
norms were tortured .... Cuts 
were mado on. their fect and 
the wounds sprinkled with salt 
.... Life went on :without hope.

FOR MAN WHO ‘TRIED TO" 


ASSAULT SHIP’S MASTER ee 


The nine Dutch members of the crew of the British ss. ‘Poplar Hill 
were acquitted by Mr A. G. Parker at the Marine Court this morning on . 
two charges of the alleged insubordination, one that of neglect of duty, 
and the other, of impeding the progress of the voyage of the ship. 

However, Frederick Ouweneel, one of the five of the defendants 
charged with attempting to assault Captain John Anthony Williams,. 
master of the Poplar Hill, was found guilty and sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment. The other four were acquitted on the charge also, 


The alleged incidents took 
place at Whampoa In the middle 
of thls month. The Poplar Hill 
arrived at Hongkong on October 
21, and subsequently the trial 
ogainst the nine Dutchmen 
began the next day, Captain 
Willams was the complainant 
in this case, = 

The nine crew members signed 
on In the Poplar Hill at Amster. 
dam last August. 

Sir of the crew members, 
Aard Paulus Schouten, Louis 
Eugene M. Van Den Berg, 
Frederick |\Ouwencel, Teunis 
Bronsveld, Arend Vredenborg 
and Melt Jacobus Kaartsteker 
were charged with continuously 
and wilfully being neglectful of 
their duty aboard the Poplar 
Hil on October 165, 17, 18 and 
19. Gerrik Bouwmeester was 
charged with the same offence 
on October 1§ and 19; Leonard 
Emanuel Bonke with the same 
offence on October 17, 18, and 
19 and the ninth defendant, 
Machiel Jacobson on October 
15, 18 and 19, 

All nine defendants were 
also charged with impeding the 
progress of the voyage of the 
ship to Hongkong on October 
19. 

Five of the defendants, Schou- 
ten, Vam Den Berg, Ouwenecl, 
Vredenborg am! Jacobson were 
further charged with attempting 
to assault the ship's master, 
sags erp John Anthony Williams, 

nm October 17. 

"Mr F. G. Nigel, 
Johnson, Stokes and Master, 
represemted the complainant, 
Defendants were represented by 
Mr D. L. Stretlett, of Messrs 
Brutton and Company, They 
pleaded! not gulity. 


THE JUDCMENT 


Theo Magistrate's written Judg- 
ment follows: 

The prosecution relies on a 
series of alleged offences as 
evidence of continuous wilful 
Neglect of duty. In all of these 
alleged offences except the 
last, the Master inflicted fines 
to be deducted from the uc- 
cused’s pay, . 

The cvidenco discloses a 
lamentable ignorance of the 
contents of the Articles of 
Agreement on the part of the 
Master, and he falled utterly to 
comply with the proceduro laid 
down, and, there is no doubt 
that the fines were improperly 
imposed and should never have 
been .s0 imposed, and the ac- 
cused are in the position before 
me, of being not guilty on these 
charges, 

The accused wero in each 
case properly before the Master 
and as a result "in peril’ so I 
cannot consider the facts in 
these alleged offences. 

I am left with the one 
alleged incident, that with 
which the Master did not deal, 
and as all the previous alleged 
offences on which the prosecu- 
tlon have relied as constituting 
a course of conduct amounting 
to “continuous-wilful neglect of 
eduty” have gone, the one re- 
muining case cannot, on ‘the 
‘facts .of this case, constitute 
“continued wilful neglect of 
duty” and the accused -ore, as 
a result, found not guilly on 
that charge. . ‘ 

Charge -“B" alleges the ac- 
cused “did combine t together to: 
impede the progress of the 
voyage.” = @ . 


The Court finds that no 
evidence has been ‘produced 
that defendants did 50. combine, 
confer, or take concerted ac- 
tion to. impede the progress of 
the voynge. The, Master in 
.évidence mado it- quite. clear 
that the progress of the voyage 
wan not so, Jmpeded and that
